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WAR NOTICE 
Emergency Medical Service Revised Terms 


Following representations by the Advisory Emergency 
Hospita! Medical Service Committee the Minister of 
Health has agreed to certain changes in the terms of 
service of the Emergency Medical Service. The terms of 
service of Class I and Class II officers are still under 
consideration, and as it will not be possible to give notice 
of the changes, if any, in time to take effect by the begin- 
ning of November, it has been decided to extend the 
period of guaranteed employment of existing Class | 
and Class II officers on the present terms until the begin- 
ning of December, without prejudice to the termination 
of employment of individual officers where there are 
special reasons for such action. Any such officer will be 
notified in advance by the Minister. 


Ciass IL Orricers 
The Minister has agreed to the following modifications : 


(1) The daily limit of two sessions and the quarterly 
maxima of 120 guineas and 75 guineas have been with- 
drawn. The maximum payment will be 240 guineas in 
six months for consultant and specialist work, and 150 
guineas in six months for general practitioner work, and 
will be computed by reference to the basic sessional 
fees, which remain unaltered. 


(2) The Advisory Emergency Hospital Medical Service 
Committee has agreed that practitioners are bound to 
and will in fact give service as may be necessary for the 
remainder of the half-year after the maximum fees have 
been earned. 


(3) Where a practitioner normally attends a hospital 
un the occupied-bed basis whenever there are cases 
requiring treatment within his specialty his remunera- 
tion will be derived from the pool constituted by the 
capitation fees. Where this is not the case and he is 
summoned ad hoc he will be eligible for a sessional fee. 


(4) When administrative work is done at the request 
of the Hospital Officer the work shall be paid for at the 
appropriate sessional rate. 


(5) The separate sessional fee and mileage rate will 
be replaced by an inclusive fee to cover medical attend- 
ance and travelling time and expenses. The following 
inclusive scale covers practitioners attending hospitals 
up to eighteen miles away, and a further scale will be 
negotiated for longer distances.

In the case of sessions at reduced rates of £2 2s. and £1 Ss. 
respectively, amount to be added for time and mileage will be the 
appropriate addition included in above tables. 

Nott: Where attendance on any day involves payment for a 
second session, that second session will be paid for at the basic rate 
only, unless it has necessitated another journey between the doctor's 
home or consulting-room and the hospital. 


MEDICAL STAFFS OF “ OccuPIED BED Basis 


The Minister has agreed to the following modifications 
in the payment to hospitals for the remuneration of 
medical attendance, subject to a review of the position 
at March I next. 


(1) To the hospital to which an E.M.S, case is first 
admitted as an in-patient the sum of one guinea per 
case, irrespective of the length of stay there, will be 
paid. 

(2) If the stay in that hospital exceeds fourteen days 
a capitation rate of Is. 6d. per day shall apply from the 
fifteenth day after admittance. The rate of Is. 6d. per 
day shall apply in all other cases. 


(3) One guinea will be paid to the practitioner or 
practitioners through the hospital for a second opinion 
or special investigation, or both, on a patient sent to 
the hospital for the purpose, in respect of Service 
casualties or sick referred to out-patient departments of 
hospitals to which the occupied-bed basis applies. This 
payment will cover a report in writing if required, but 
will not apply to ordinary cases of eye examination with 
a view to the supply of spectacles. Where in particular 
cases the military authorities find it necessary to have 
recourse to an E.M.S. hospital on the capiiation basis 
for examinations of this kind the appropriate fee for 
the examination or prescription is half a guinea. For 
other out-patient attendance the payment of 6d. will 
continue.

The Medica! Profession and the Home Office A.R.P. Schools 


Sir,—I have just returned from an eighteen-day course for 
A.R.P. instructors at the Air Raid Precautions School, the 
Hawkhills, Easingwold, Yorkshire, where I was sent as one 
of their county medical officers by the British Red Cross 
Society through their county director. I have been very im- 
pressed by the practical utility of this course (which, in addi- 
tion to gas training, covers instruction in high-explosive and 
incendiary bombs, fire-fighting, and rescue work) to the medical 
profession as a whole, and especially to those members who 
are engaged in Red Cross and A.R.P. work. A course such 
as this enables the medical man not only to do his part of the 
work better but also to know and understand the dangers and 
difficulties of the other members of the team. I cannot speak 
too highly of the excellent organization. or of the extremely 
high standard of the lectures and demonstrations given by the 
chief instructor and the members of the teaching staff; they 
are beyond praise. It is only the consummate skill in the 
organization of the lectures and practical work and the 
extremely high standard of teaching that make it possible for 
such an intensive and strenuous course extending over eighteen 
days and covering so much ground to be continued without 
either brain fag or boredom. 

I wish to draw the attention of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation to the great advantage it would be, not only to the 
medical profession but also to the community, to have doctors 
in every area in Great Britain who have been through this 
course and qualified as instructors; it would give not only 
them but the community generally greatly increased confidence. 
I would like to appeal to all those engaged in Red Cross and 
A.R.P. work who have not already had the opportunity or 
privilege of attending such a course to try to do so as soon as 
possible. I am very grateful to the British Red Cross Society 
for giving me the opportunity, and I hope that all their county 
medical officers and as many of their medical officers as 
possible will have the great advantage of attending such a

An E.M.S. Contract 


Sir,—I think the following facts show a very unfair set 
of conditions in connexion with the Emergency Medical 
Service and should be made public. I have within the last 
week been offered a contract as a Class I medical officer in 
the E.M.S. This contract binds me to serve in any part of 
the country (in the first place in London) for the duration of 
the emergency or such. shorter period as my services may be 
required, So far so good, but I am also guaranteed a mini- 
mum period of service until October 30, 1940 (five weeks), 
and even this may be shortened if “air hostilities terminate 
earlier.” If I sign this contract | have to make a home for 
my wife somewhere, and yet I have no guarantee of employ- 
ment to enable me to pay my way. In comparison the Navy, 
Army, and Air Force medical officer has a certain post with 
reasonable certainty of promotion and a gratuity or pension 
on injury or discharge.—I am, etc.,
